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1 . Claims 35-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

In claim 35, it is unclear as to what is intended to be the claimed limitation for the 
communication arrangement. Is it intended to be a method or an apparatus? By reciting that the 
communication arrangement comprising "insert tools" and "further assign tools" cannot support 
the claim as an apparatus claim since the "insert tools" and "further assign tools" can be 
implemented as a hardware, firmware or software, which render the claim vague and indefinite 
since both tools are not necessary to be considered as parts of an apparatus. 

Furthermore, in claim 35, lines 7-8, claim 36, line 6, it is confusing for reciting "a first 
communication network" and/or "a second communication network". Are they referring to the 
first communication network and/or the second packet-oriented communication network as in 
claim 35, lines 2-3? 

In claim 38, it is unclear as to what is intended to be the claimed limitation for a 
communication device by reciting that the communication device comprising "insert tools" and 
"further assign tools" since the "insert tools" and "further assign tools" can be implemented as a 
hardware, firmware or software, which render the claim vague and indefinite because both tools 
are not necessary to be considered as parts of an apparatus. 

In claim 39, line 6 and claim 40, lines 3 and 5, it is confusing for reciting "a second 
communication network". Are they referring to the second packet-oriented communication 
network as in claim 38, lines 2-3? 

2. Claims 21-34 are allowed. 
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3. Applicant has failed to provide any valid argument under the heading "Remarks" 
pointing out disagreements with the examiner's contentions or present any explanation as to how 
the 112, 2 nd paragraph problem has been resolved or overcome by the amendment.
